Filled with high hopes, and appre- 
ciating the fact they have come to a 
land of freedom, 25 Sudeten German 
families, 75 people in all, passed 
through Grande Prairie on Friday’s 
train, en route to their new home on 
the Gundy Ranch, a few miles on the 
British Columbia side of the inter- 
provincial boundary. 

During the short time the train 
stopped at Grande Prairie many of 
the visitors got off the train and 
mingled with the large crowd that 
had assembled. 

The new-comers are a clean-cut, 
well-dressed and apparently well- 
educated class of people, a few of 
whom could speak English. They

VALHALLA CENTRE, Apr. 24.— 
The Centre folks were thoroughly 
aroused just before 9 o’clock on 
Saturday morning by cries of “Fire!” 

The fire, which destroyed K. A. 
Roli’s home, began while he was 
working a short distance away, and 
was first noticed by Mrs. L. Rorem. 

Early arrivals were able to remove 
part of the furnishings, but all efforts 
to check the flames were in vain. 
As it became evident that nothing 
could be done for the burning build- 
ing, the volunteer fire-fighters turned 
their attention to saving nearby piles 
of lumber and wood, and to keep the 
fire from spreading to neighboring 
houses. The flames were fanned by 
a strong west wind and spread in the 
dry grass. Burning cinders were 
carried into Harry Horte’s lot, where 
the men with pails of water kept 
close watch to see that no further 
damage was done.

666,000. He delivered his annual 
budget address and presented the 
customary financial review for the 
fiscal year ended last March 31. The 
figures were subject to revision, since 
final results for 1938-39 have not 
been ascertained. It was impossible 
for the Minister to say what the 
Wheat Board loss would be, and he 
chose the arbitrary figure of $25,- 
000,000 as a reserve against possible 
wheat marketing losses. He estimated 
the final returns would show a total 
revenue of $501,677,000, a decrease 
of $15,016,000 from the record high 
of the preceding year. The grand 
total of expenditures will reach 
$557,343,000, Mr. Dunning continued, 
He reported increased deficit of the 
Canadian National Railways in the 
last fiscal year brought about a sharp 
jump in Dominion government ex- 
penditures for government - owned 
enterprises.

MENTAL CASES INCREASE 
AT APPALLING RATE IN 
THE PROVINCE 


The startling rate at which snentea | 


cases are increasing in the province 
of Alberta is enough to make every 
citizen pause and ponder. 

Speaking during the debate on the 
speech from the throne, Dr. 
Minister of Health and Relief, in 
Gealing with the health of the prov- 
ince, spoke in part as follows: 

“Ancther question that has re- 
ceived a lot of publicity is the over- 
crowding at Ponoka. When we came 
in the fall of 1935 that institute was 
overcrowded. Let us see if we can 
find out what caused the over- 
crowding. The increase in that in- 
stitution is approximately 150 a year. 

“Let us go back to 1930. In 1930 
the building was filled to capacity. 
The only extra beds provided from 
1930 to the fall of 1935 were 115. 
The number in the institution reached 
the height of 1.730. What have we 
done? In 1936 we provided 80 beds. 
In 1937 we provided 230 beds. In 
1938 we provided 115 beds, and we 
have the number of inmates at 
Ponoka now down to 1,405. We have 
relieved the overcrowding in three 
and a 
keep on building. 
age increase is 150. 
is a little better than that this year. 
We took in this year 622, discharged 
488. making an increase of 134. That 
is a little better than the average, but 
we have to count on an increase of 
150 yearly. which will take $150,000 
a year in new buildings and $50,000 
for extra services. That will 
$200,000 a year extra to take care of 
the natural increase in that institu- 
tion alone. 

“I want to speak a word about Red 
Deer. Red Deer is filled to capacity 
and 500 on the waiting list. This in- 
stitution presents quite a different 
picture from that of Ponoka. Out of 
every 100 patients who enter Red 
Deer only four ever get out—96% are 


incurable and the number is increas- | 


ing in the province at the rate of 75 
a year. 


“In order to take care of these two | 
would require 


institutions alone it 
half a million dollars extra each year. 
This year it would be half a million, 
next year one million, and next year 
one and a half million,” etc. 

The only reference made as to the 
cause of the appalling increase in 
mental cases was made by the Min- 
ister towards the end of his address, 
when he observed, “Competition has 
become so keen and so heartless it is 
driving people insane.” 

Whatever the causes, 
which mental cases are 
should cause every thoughtful citizen 
to consider seriously.

Snow Melt Replenished Subsoil 
Moisture 


More or less in all parts of the 
Peace and very acutely in most parts 
concern was felt last autumn at the 
dary condition of soil and subsoil. The 
condition has been happily relieved 
by a heavy winter snowfall, with an 
unusual degree of penetration of the 
melt. 

On the Substation borings made 
April 14, 15 and 17 discovered a trace 
of frost in only two of several 
4%-foot holes sunk on the first day. 

Snow melt seems to 
trated to an unusual extent on all 
areas sounded on the three days. 
One of the most conclusive instances 
was on a knoll growing alfalfa since 
1923. Last autumn this knoll was 
dust-dry, yet in mid-April ample 
moisture was found to a depth of 
3 feet, and fair to medium moisture 
below that. “Ample moisture” is in- 
dicated by a plastic condition of the 
soil lifted by the auger. “Fair mois- 
ture” is indicated when the soil holds 
to the auger screw and can be com- 
pressed in the hand but is not plastic. 
“Medium moisture” is indicated when 
the soil barely compacts on the auger 
or in the hand. A “trace” is indi- 
cated when the soil is noticeably 
damp yet too.dry to hold to the 
auger. 

No really dry subsoil was encoun- 
tered anywhere. Out of 21 borings 
the two in which ample moisture 
ceased at the shallowest depth (1%

Covering Sweet Clover Seed 


In sowing sweet clover, should I 
harrow the ground after the seed is 
sown?—E.A., Heart River, Alta. 

Ans: In a dry climate the seed 
should be covered, but not too deeply. 
If nurse-crop seeding is practised we 
like to sow the clover seed with a 
grass-seeder attachment on the grain 
drill, casting the seed ahead of the 
grain runs. Otherwise the seed may 
be scattered with a cyclone seeder 
and harrowed in. If a packer were 
available it might be used right after 
the harrow . If nurse-crop seeding is 
practised, sow the clover either at 
the same time as the grain or imme- 
diately afterwards.

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AERONAUTICAL 
TIT-BITS

BIRD FLIGHT 


When a bird glides with out- 
stretched wings, the motion is the 
same as that of a glider or sailplane 
or of an aeroplane with the engine 
shut off. A section through a bird’s 
wing from back to front shows that 
it is similar to that of an aeroplane 
wing. The air flowing over the wing 
gives a big suction on the top surface 
and a pressure underneath. The two 
combined give a lift which maintains 
the bird in the air. The gliding can- 
not continue on a still day unless the 
bird drops steadily nearer to the 
ground; but when there is an up- 
current of air, as there always is 
when a wind blows against a cliff or 
a ship, the bird can maintain or even 
increase its height. This can be seen 
by anyone who watches gulls in 
flight on the windward side of a pier. 
As long as the gull keeps near the 
same position it has no difficulty in 
maintaining height; but once it moves 
away, then it must either flap its 
wings or circle to get back to the 
same spot. 

While gliding, the bird guides itself 
by movements of the tail, head and 
neck, and by tilting the outstretched 
wings. The first and last named help 
the bird to roll like an aeroplane. 
The tail is used for an up and down 
movement in the same way as an 
elevator on the aeroplane. The move- 
ment of the neck and head, on the 
other hand, alters the bird’s centre of 
gravity. This has not been copied 
by man, except in a few instances. 
In one of the Westland Hill Ptero- 
dactyls, for example, the pilot could 
move the wings relative to the rest of 
the aeroplane. 

Birds can soar in certain winds and 
in certain localities. After they have 
reached a certain height, chiels and 
vultures in India continue to fly in 
circles without a single flap of the 
wings and ascend steadily to great 
heights. Their ascent is largely 
helped by steady upward currents of 
hot air. Pilots of gliders gain height 
in the same way on what they call 
“thermals,” even in a temperate 
country such as England. 

Birds can soar even when the wind 
is unsteady. Kites and scavenger 
vultures will remain in their trees 
on days when the sky is overcast. A 
sudden change in the weather will 
sometimes cause them to start to 
glide in all directions, apparently 
aimlessly, although perhaps _ for 
pleasure. The unsteadiness or, as it 
is called, turbulence of the air en- 
ables them to glide, and it can easily 
be proved that a bird can keep its 
height in a wind of varying strength 
even without the. aid of up-currents. 

The speeds of many birds have 
been accurately measured in recent 
years, and a British author, R. 
Meinertzhagen, was one of the first 
to publish accurate figures. Small 
song birds reach an average speed of 
twenty to thirty miles an hour; 


{blackbirds, twenty-two; swallows, 
ithirty-five; pheasants, thirty-eight; 
| Starlings, forty; ducks, forty-five to 


jsixty; plovers, forty to fifty-one; 
earrier pigeons, fifty-five to sixty; 
canvas-back ducks, seventy miles an 
hour; and swifts, even greater speeds. 
When feeding, swifts may reach 100 
miles an hour or more. 

In*flapping flight, a bird raises its 
wings above its back and sometimes 
even, as with a pigeon, until they 
|clap together with a sharp sound. 
From their up position the wings are 
‘pulled forwards and downwards and 
then backwards by the contraction of 
|the largest pectoral muscle; they are 
raised again by another pectoral 
muscle whose tendon works through 
ja pulley at the shoulder joint. The 
wing tip describes a figure of eight 
and the whole wing appears to have 
jan elliptical rotation. The down- 
|ward stroke raises the bird and the 
| backward motion gives it a forward 
speed. During the upward stroke,

with the wing partly folded and the 
feathers opened, the bird loses some 
height, but its body continues to 
travel forward by its own momentum. 
The time for a down beat is half as 
long again as the time for an up beat. 
The log primary feathers attached to 
the band are of great value for lateral 
steering, and are prominent in insect- 
eatching birds, such as swallows and 
swifts. The inner secondary feathers, 
attached to the ulva (the longer bone 
of the forearm) are of great import- 
ance for the down stroke, as they 
trap the air and greatly increase the 
lift of the wing. The number of the 
secondaries is greater in soaring birds 
and reaches a maximum in the alba- 
tross. The steering of a bird is ac- 
complished mainly by a differential 
action of the wings and differs widely 
from anything yet known to be pos- 
sible in aircraft. 

Birds vary greatly in the rate of 
beat of their wings, and for that rea- 
son photographs of birds in flight 
are generally of those which make 
only a few beats a second. In recent 
years, however, a special technique 
has made possible the photography 
of humming-birds in flight, with a 
rate of beat of 200 a second. By 
comparison, a sparrow makes thir- 
teen strokes a second, a swift ten, a 
wild duck nine, a pigeon eight, a 
earrion crow three or four, a heron 
and a stork two, and a pelican just 
more than one. 

When a bird is about to alight at 
a chosen spot, it sets its wings at their 
largest incidence to get the maximum 
lift, opens the wingtip slots to keep 
control, and at the last moment re- 
duces speed by turning its body at a 
large angle to the wind, by spreading 
its tail vertically downwards and 
by putting its feet forwards. In this 
way it is able to make a perfect spot 
landing. 

Gannets are among the best ex- 
ponents of such a landing. Other 
birds with less control may go on 
flapping until the last minute. What 
they do exactly is difficult to see 
unless the bird be a slow flier. Old 
rooks have often been seen to side- 
slip to lose height just before landing 
on the ground, and then with one big 
flap to put themselves on an even 
keel to land perfectly with no for- 
ward speed. 

Birds such as the sparrow when 
landing on a bird table seem almost 
to hover just before they land. The 
humming-bird does hover before the 
flower or feeding tube while it sips 
the nectar or sugared water. 

Each bird seems to have its own 
flying trick, the commonest being the 
pull-up of the ganet and the in- 
creased wing-beat speed of the spar- 
row. 

A bird’s take-off is easier. Some 
birds run and leap, others take a 
single jump, and those that are help- 
less on the ground or are accom- 
plished fliers just drop into the air 
and let gravity give them the neces- 
sary speed to start normal flight. 

Birds’ powers of endurance are im- 
mense. The golden plover flies 
across the Pacific, between lands 
2,500 miles apart. Birds have been 
watched flying at great heights—the 
Lammergeier near Mount Everest at 
24,000 feet, and the condor over the 
Andes at 19,800 feet.

AIR BORNE TRAFFIC IS ON 
THE INCREASE IN CANADA

crease in air line passenger traffic 
and mail revenue in the past few 
years, George G. Wakeman, general 
traffic manager of the Trans-Canada 
Airlines, said in an address to the 


he pointed out, 1,500,000 passengers 
were carried in the United States, 
an increase of 200 per cent in five 
years. World figures for 1938 were 
not available but the total he said, 
was in excess of 1937, when there 
were 5,078,199 air travellers. 

A study of traffic figures for air 
line operations in Canada showed 
that air mail poundage increased 
from 625,040 pounds in 1934 to 
1,857,221 in 1938, about 75 per cent 
in four years. Air mail postage re- 
venue last year was estimated at 
$505,592.96. In the same period air 
freight and express in Canada in- 
creased from 14,441,179 pounds to 
26,387,719, nearly 50 per cent.

Director “The crop Testing Plan.” 
Scientific experiments made at the 

Dominion Experimental farm at 
Swift Current, at the University of 
Saskatchewan, and at other institu- 
tions, indicate beyond question that 
the loss of crop, and so of grain, by 
weeds is enormous. It is generally 
considered, I believe, that weeds 
alone steal approximately 25 per cent 


of the moisture that finally is de- | 
posited in the soil, and so made avail- | 


able eo growth. 

This means that, on the average, 
the farmer loses 25 per cent of his 
= per acre, hence of his income, 

ause of the growth of weeds. It is 
quite obvious, therefore, 
effort made by the farmer to keep 
down weeds will repay him hand- 
somely for hig toil. 

Great surpluses of wheat for the 
time being abound in the world, and 
the price per bushel in consequence 


is low. This, therefore, is a good 
year for farmers to refrain from 
seeding fields this spring that are 


very weedy, and instead of seeding to 
summerfallow them, or even to give 
them, if necessary, a double summer- 
fallow. 

This practice will kill vast quanti- 
ties of weeds, and so because of less 
weed plants, and because of the extra 
moisture saved by the summerfallow, 
a good crop next year would be en- 
sured,

THE EASTER RECESS 


OTTAWA, April 15.—The usual 
Easter holiday which the House of 
Commons takes at that time is over for 
another year. The business of the 
House was adjourned last Thursday 
and resumed again Tuesday of this 
week. Some of the members used the 
ecasion to go back to their homes, for 
a day or two. So far as we, of West- 
ern Canada are concerned, this of 
course is out of the question. I don't 
know what the weather was like at 
home, but down here a heavy snowfall 
blanketed the streets. The sun came 
out in the afternoon and permitted 
hundreds of anxious people to go out 
walking in the city. 

I sat at home, that evening and 
listened to a _ radio broadcast which 
disgusted me so completely that I won- 
dered how people could put up with it. 
It was another set-up calculated to 
increase the war fever amongst the 
people. There was one of these so- 
called commentator on one side of the 
Atiantic, with another in London, and 
still another one in Paris. The chap 
on this side, after announcing over and 
over again that the tension on this 
side of the Atlantic was great, re- 
quested the other commentators, in 
almost a pleading manney, to tell us 
what was going on over there. This 
seemed to be quite a job for the other 
commentators who appeared to have 
no information whatsoever other than 
the usual press despatches carried in 
almost every newspaper in Europe and 
in America, coming from the usual 
sources. The whole thing seemed so 
evidently to be a sham that I am sure 
it created exactly the opposite impres- 
sion that they evidently intended to 
create, 

The commentator on this side was 
so urgent in his request for the other 
fellows to say something sensational, 
that it became almost a prayer. It's 
too bad that things like these are al- 
lowed to take place. It seems to me 
that there is enough fear and misery 
in this world without the added misery 
of highly paid salesmen of evil tidings. 

It might be quite true that the situ- 
ation grew rather tense during the 
Easter recess, but when there is bad 
news to be told, the governments of 
the respective countries will lose no 
time in letting us know all about it. 
Down with these dealers in excitement 
and blatant sensationalism!

The second decision was then ap- 
pealed and the members were called in 
to vote. The liberal and conservative 
members joined together and the re- 
sult of the vote was that the ruling of 
the Chairman was upheld, which only 
meant that our amendment was lost. 


It was remarkable to hear the Min- 
ister of National Revenue say that the 
proposed amendment was absurd when 
one recalls that in 1935, it was the 
chief plank in the liberal piatform. Oh 
well, it seems that time dims the me- 
mory of certain people. Monetary re- 
form is now a thing of the past. A 
better issue in this coming election 
will be the Unity of Canada. Un- 
doubtedly, they reason the public is so 
inconsistant that they have forgotten 
all about the promised use of credit 
and currency in terms of public needs. 


The next major item this week is 
the question ot unemployment. The 
highlight of which was a statement 
made by Mr. Denton Massey, M.P. for 
Toronto Greenwood, in which he also 
stated that single transients to the 
number of thousands upon thousands 
beg here and there in an effort to keep 
body and soul together and thousands 
have died as a result of exposure, ill- 
ness, actual starvation, accidents or 
lack of care. 

Immediately the Minister of Labor 
was on his feet, as if actuated by a 
spring. He emphaticaliy denied that 
such a state of affairs exists in this 
country, and challenged the member to 
prove the statement that he was mak- 
ing. To this Mr. Massey replied that 
the Minister could not disprove them; 
and so the fight was on. I believe 
that the statement was made in order 
to catch the headlines of all the news- 
papers in the country and I must ad- 
mit that it succeeded very well. 

However, when one is in close con- 
tact with what is going on in this 
country, there is at least an element of 
truth in what Mr. Massey said. It is 
a recognized fact by many high auth- 
orities in Great Britain and in the U. 
S. that many people are suffering from 
malnutrition. The actual cause of 
death is never put down, as being the 
direct result of lack of the necessities 
of life, but the stories that are told by 
those who are in want are more con- 
vincing than the earnest denials of the 
Minister. I admit that he could not 
do anything else than to deny a state- 
ment of that iknd. He would have 
lost his job in five minutes. But it 
does not alter the situation. 

Let us look back a bit and go over 
the record. In 1935, the Prime Minis- 
ter was facing the country. He de- 
clared that he would treat unemploy- 
ment and relief as a matter of national 
concern. He would create an unem- 
ployment commission which would 
solve this problem. 

After he was elected, he secured the 
very best brains that he could get 
within the ranks of his party, and put 
him in charge of the Department of 
Labor. This man is the Hon. Norman 
ig ag d Rogers, B.A., M.A., B.Litt., B. 
Cc. » 

Mr. Rogers was educated at Cum- 
berland County Academy, the Acadia 
University and Oxford University. He 
was first professor of history at Aca- 
dia University. Later, professor of 
political science at Queen's University. 
In addition to all this, he is the dis- 
tinguished author of many articles for 
periodicals on economics and constitu- 
tional qutstions. He has been counsel 
for the Nova Scotia Govt., before the 
Rowell Commission of economic en- 
quiry. He believes that free trade is 
the solution to the unemployment. 

This man with all the degrees which 
he possesses has admitted that he has 


failed. More than that his failure is 
officially recognized by the Govern- 
ment. In the speech from the Throne, 


it was announced that it was the de- 
cision of the Government to join with 
the Provinces in a further determined 
effort to meet the immediate situation 
of unemployment. Now we learn that 
this effort is the same old relief re- 
solution done over with red tapes and 
ribbons, but 


pretty still the same as 
ever. 
wonder how long it will take be- 


fore men admit that the true purpose 
of an economic system is not primarily 
to provide jobs, but it is to distribute 
the goods which we can produce. 

Surely it should finally become evi- 
dent even to professors of political 
economics that it is unnecessary to 
feed the rest of the world, BEFORE 
WE OURSELVES CAs EAT.

OTTAWA, April 21.—For five days 
the Minister of Labor has been under 
a ceaseless bombardment from the Op- 
position. He has admitted that unem- 
ployment cannot be solved under the 
present conditions. I believe that he 
is quite right. 

One of the speeches most bitterly 
resented in the debate was the speech 
of Dr. J. K. Blair, M.P., for Willington 
North. In trying to defend the Minis- 
ter of Labor, the liberal member called 


the unemployed “yaps, street-corner 
bums" and _ other choice descriptive 
names. He was soundly applauded 
from the liberal benches and, I be- 
lieve, that is the reason his speech 
caused so much resentment amongst 
the members of the Opposition. 

This type of defence seemed to 
please some of the Eastern liberal 


members so much, that another one of 
them got up and called the single un- 
employed “transients by choice,” which 
is a polite way of calling them bums. 

It is too bad that these two gentle- 
men spoke. Speeches of that type are 
pounced upon by agitators which un- 
doubtedly are at work across the coun- 
try. They drive more individuals 
away from common sense and thus 
weaken our democratic institutions. In 
my opinion, the unemployed people 
should be treated with a better sense 
of proportion and justice. After all, 
most of them are vour boys and my 
boys and only those who have sons 
wandering about our country can rea- 
lize how it feels. Surely there is no 
need to add to the bitterness of the 
situation by calling them bums. 

It is rather embarrassing for 
Minister of Labor to have to defend 
the position which he must defend. 
Personally, I am convinced that he is 
trying to do the best that he can, but 
even that is not good enough. I dealt 
at length with his qualifications, in 
my last weekly letter. Now I would 
like to point out the impossibility of 
finding a solution By using so-called 
orthodox methods, 

So far as foreign trade is concerned, 
through which it is claimed we can 
put our people back to work, we should 
keep in mind that Conada has had a 
favorable balance of trade ranging 
from two to four hundred and fifty 
millions of dollars for the last eight 
years and, notwithstanding this, there 
has been no material decrease in the 
number of people being assisted by the 
government. The latest figures that 
we have show that there are 1,215,000 
persons being assinted. 

The second most common method ts 
thought to He in a large program of 
public works. Our neighbors to the 
South of us tried that. During the 
past ten years, they spent approxim- 
ately twenty-five billions of dollars on 
this type of assistance and the net re- 
sult is that the number of unemployed 
which began with 450,000 in 1928, has 
now reached the appalling total of ten 
and a half millions. In addition to 
this, they have Increased their fixed 
debt charges by one billion dollars an- 
nually. This new debt must, of course 
come out of taxation. The people are 


the 


| 


still unemployed and the taxes must 
be increased, so that it is certain that 
no solution lies in that direction. No 
country in the world has spent so 
much money as the United States of 
America in trying to find recovery, 
and no nation has hal so little recov- 
ery. 

I want to make it quite clear that I 
am not opposed to the expenditure it- 
self, because it is admitted by a large 
number of leading economists that the 
national debt of any country will never 
be repaid. In the meantime, those 
people who benefitted from those ex- 
penditures were at least able to live.

U. S. RELIEF SCHEME 


Premier Aberhart and the people of 
Alberta are convinced that surplus 
preduction can net properly be distri- 
buted unless the consumers are given 
additional purchasing power to buy 
that surplus production. 

A most significant thing has hap- 
pened, not is Alberta, but mind you, in 
the United States of America. 

A plan to dispose of surplus produc- 
tion will be put into operation during 
April this year. It will effect more 
than twenty million people. The aim 
is to give “Purchase Certificates” I 
underline the word give—-in addition 
to present relief cheques. The U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture plans to 
distribute surplus agricultural pro- 
ducts to the needy through regular re- 
tai) channels by the use of these FREE 
PURCHASE CERTIFICATES in addi- 
tion to all other forms of purchasing 


power now available. It is designed 
to supplement, not replace, present 
purchasing power of relief recipients 


and other needy persons. 

The report explains that certificates 
will be issued to persons now receiving 
relief to enable them to purchase sur- 
plus agricultural products. Further- 
more, an arrangement will be made 
which will prohibit persons receiving 
the certificates or tickets, or basic div- 
idends, call them what you wil!, from 
buying only these surplus products. 
They will be required to continue their 
regular purchases of other products 
from retailers with their relief vouch- 
ers. 

The program will be available to all 
persons receiving some kind of public 
assistance, Details of the programme 
are expected to be announced within 
two or three weeks and it is hoped 
that experimentation will begin by the 
beginning. It has been estimated that 
some 20,000,000 persons will be bene- 
fited. 

A rough outline of the program con- 
templated on which negotiations are 
now being held between government, 
producer groups and the food trade, 
includes one plan to distribute this 
surplus through the regular retail 
stores on presentation of the certifi- 
eates for surplus products by persons 
certified by local relief agencies. This 
would not replace the present Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corp. program 
of direct distribution of surplus pro- 
ducts, but would take over a portion of 
it. It is hoped by the department that 
this will also build up trade, due to the 
increased volume of business handled 
by retail stores. 

The plan at first would deal prim- 
arily with foodstuffs that have been 
declared surplus products by the Secy. 
of Agriculture. Later, the program 
might be extended to cotton goods, 
bedding, and other commodities. 

This announcement comes from no 
less a source than the Washington 
Bureau of the Wall Street Journal. 
Since the plan has the blessing of the 
American Federal authorities, its suc- 
cess is beyond question. I feel that 
the first major step towards economic 
security for the individual which spells 
economic prosperity for the nation, has 
been taken.
